WassiNeroN, July 24—About the
busiest man bere the past few days has been
B. B, Elkins, who came bhere last Baturdsy
slter u conference with ex-Senator Platt and
General Alger st Manhattan Beach, and
has been at work ever since on several
statesmen with all the vigor and energy that
be vsed to display in  booming the Plumed
Knight a few years back. Not since those
days, either, bas Elkins beern so fnll of en-
thusizsm and good spirit, for the perennial
smile that adorns his big, rouna face, is
broader, deeper and happier now than it has
been sinoe the day Blaine was nominated at
Chieago in 1884,

With wealth already his, and & TUnited
BStates Senatorship almost in sight, Elkins
has no greater ambition to satis{y than to see
his old chieftain installel in the White
House. He is as eager to achieve that end
&6 il it were his own fortunes he was push-
ing in ihai direction instead of another's.

The Issne of the Hour.

Mr. Elkins has been here all the week
conferring with the Benators who are to
participate in the tarifi debate now on, and
he undoubtedly hopes to shape whatever
legislation that msy be passed in the line of
reciprocity just as he did on the silver bill
when it was up for debate. Exactly what
the Blaine men are going to do in the way of
Insisting on having the reciproeity idea in-
corporated in the McKinley bill is not
known.

Neither Elkins nor any of the others who
enjoy Blaine's fullest confidence seem to
really care whether the scheme is adopted
or nol. Indeed, some of the shrewdest of
them believe it would be good politics to let
ft drift slong as it mey in the debate and
not to make much effort to have it made
into law,

No Hepe for the Next Congress.

They argue that matters have gone too far
slready to save the next House from Demo-
cratic conirel, and that the verdiot of the
eountry pext November will unguestionably
be & condemnation of the present Congress—
fts tarif bill, its force bill and its extrava.
gance. Hence they have little desire to
have the reciprocity scheme bundled in with
the rest.

““That hoss's eves are sot,”” remarked a
Blaine man to-day. “Then why board s
sinking ship? What is the use of booking
au apparently popular ides with one which
is unpopuiar, and not even in the best favor
with our own people? It seems to me too
good ammunition to be wasted in that way.
I am convineced that the McKinley measure
would be overwhelmingly defeated if the
people could vote om it now, for anybody
can see that the temper of the country is
toward a reduction, not an advance in the
tarifl.

after he was elected, when he told Bepator
Edmunds that the Maine statesman would
not be in his Cabinet. Harrison assumed
the Presidency with the avowed purpose of
demolishing all factions and welding the
remoants together in a great Harrison party.
That is why Mr, Blaine is the only repre-
sentative of hir faction in the Oabinmet,
while the other members are not identified
with any faction. But the idea of building
up & Harrison machine has been given up,
and the President has given some strong
signs of an approsching cspitulation to the
Plumed Kaight's followers.

A FIGHT WITH FIRE.

FEARFUL BATTLE WITH FLAMES ON A
DOOMED STEAMER.

Particnlars of the Herole Struggle and
Timely Rescue of the Egypt—The Brite

The fire broke out at
10 o’clock on the 14th instant and blazed
fiercely until midaight. For four hours
the crew fought the flames heroieally,
amid  blinding smoke and flerce
beat. But wotwithstanding all their
efforts the fire gained rapidly, and the vessel
was at length almost one maes of flames.
At1o'clock the Gustay & Oscar hove in
sight, and preparations were at once made
to abandon the burning steamer, Two of
the Egypt's boats were damaged, and had
to be le’t behind. The six others were low-
ered, and, alter all hands had been safely
got aboard, the boats were direoted toward
the German vessel, which was reached at 3
o'clock., From the decks of th erman
ship the crew of the ypt wa .the
burniog steamer until midday.

Several of the Egypt's crew declare that
the steamer lacked two of her lg:uper com-
plement of boats. Msoy of cattle on
the Egypt were suffocuted and the others
hall roasted, rushed overboard roaring
madly.
